RESOLUTION 

No. 4-1 /80-FRY (FD). — At the Twenty-third General 
Assembly of the European Confederation of Agriculture held 
in Spain, it was decided to establish a World Forestry Day 
for which the co-operation of all concerned International 
Organisations was requested. Accordingly, it was recommended 
to observe the World Forestry Day on 21st March every 
year and also to establish a Forestry Day Commission for the 
purpose in each country. 

2, In view of the fact that there is considerable lack of 
knowledge of what forest wealth means to man, considering 
that dissemination of available information on Forestry 
would be useful and that focussing the attention of the public 
on various forestry problems would involve enthusiasm and 
interest in forestry, the Standing Committee of the Central 
Board of Forestry at its meeting held in November, 1973, 
had recommended the acceptance of the proposal for setting 
up a suitable National Forestry Day Commission in the 
country. 

3. The Government of India have accepted the recom- 
mendation and have decided to constitute a National World 
Forestry Day Committee. The composition of the Committee 
shall be as follows

4. The functions of the Committee shall be — 

(a) To advise the Central and State Governments aud 
Union Territories on the ways and means to cele- 
brate the World Forestry Day on 21st March every 
year. 

(b) To promote public interests in Forests and the need 
for its preservation in harmony with natural and 
human environment, 

(c) To assist and encourage formation of nature con- 
servation societies and to act as a Central Coordi- 
nation Agency for such bodies. 

(d) To perform such other functions as are germane 
to the purposes for which this Committee has been 
constituted. 

5. The term of the Committee would be two yeais. The 
Committee will decide its own working. 


6. Non-offlclal members would be paid TA/DA to attend 
the meeting in accordance with the orders of the Ministry of 
Finance contained in their O.M. No, 6(26)E-lV/59, dated 
the 5th September, 1960 as amended from time to time as 
for Grade f officers of the Government of India.
